Catholic Bibles Printed 
Before the Reformation 
Now Highly Treasured

HE old story that the Bible was 

unknown to the laity in pre- 
Reformation times till it was dis- 
covered by Luther has long since been 
educated non-Catholics. | 
The great number of Bibles printed 
prior to the Reformation and treas-' 


ured in the libraries throughout the 


world are the best refutation of the 
oft repeated charge against the 
Church. As a matter of fact, non- 
Catholic scholars and dibliophiles 
have done most in relegating the story 
of an enmity on the part of the Cath- 
olic Church against the Bible into 
the realm of fiction. 
The Pre-Reformation Bible 

Non-Catholic students have always 
taken a keen interest in the pre-Re- 
formation Bible for two reasons. Dur- 
ing the doctrinal quarrels within their 
church some of noblest minds went 
back to the Middle Ages to forget the

Besides these 5,437 copies 
which are listed in the latest statis- 
tics and whose whereabouts ar.

Bibles Are Treasured 

Some libraries treasure very larg 
numbers of Bibles printed from 1450 
to 1500. The British Museum in Lon 
don possesses one hundred and eight 
copies, the Bodleyan Library at Ox 
ford, eighty-four, and the Universit: 
at Cambridge, thirty-four. Fifteen dif 
ferent libraries of the City of New 
York, treasure two hundred and four 
copies. The General Theological Sem- 
inary of New York, a Presbyterian 
institution, houses the largest collec 
tion of Ribles printed 1 the Fifteen 
th century preserved in this country, 
namely ninety copies, all Latin Bi 
bles of different editions. The New 
York Publie Library possesses fifty-

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SURPRISING TOLERANCE 

The friendlier feeling in England, as compared to our 
Own country, was made manifest recently when the Labor 
Government, headed by Ramsey McDonald, nearly collapsed, 
Because it was opposed to the gi ant of extra money needed by 

‘the Catholic schools to meet the program of an extended 
school course. 

| We could hardly conceive of such a situation in the Uni- 
ted States. The Catholic schools do not receive any support 
from the United States government or from the governments 
‘of any of the states, yet hostiiity towards them is manifest 
not only in periodicals, but in political maneuvers on the part 
of unfriendly groups. 

In England the policy has obtained which permits the 
‘Anglicans, the Catholics, the Methodists, and the Presbyter- 
jans, the major religious groups, to conduct their own schools 
provided the parents of forty or more children request it. 
The school once built the government supports the same, not 
contributing anything directly towards religious education, 
but paying the bill provided these schools meet the require- 
ments of the State in the secular curriculum. The plan and 
policy are followed in many countries of Europe. 

During recent years, however, since Anglicans, and 
Methodists, and Presbyterians have very little of definite reli- 

gion to teach, the demand on their part for separate schools 
has declined ; and owing to the depleted condition of the pub- 
lic treasury it was quite natural for the government to pro- 
pose that no added burden should be assumed to assist the 
Catholic schools to add one more year to the curriculum as it 
‘was proposed the public schools should do. However the ma- 
jority of the legislators favored the extra allowance, a spirit 
which was certainly commendable. 

What will be the outcome? Clergymen, whose parishion- 
ers have been sending their children to the state schools, will 
see a sort of disposition on the part of Parliament to curry 
favor with the Catholic Church and will likely work for the 
abolition of all private schools, or at least for the withdrawal 
of all money support from the same. 


THEN AND NOW 

When those who are not friendly to the Catholic Church 
wish to pay their respects to her they recall the Spanish In- 
quisition where people who were enemies of the existing 
civil and ecclesiastical societies in which they lived were put 
to death by the State. 

Of course, for each such charge they could make against 
the Catholic Church, Catholics could counter-charge and 
refer to the much greater atrocities committed against Cath- 
olics by Protestant Inquisitions on the sole score of religion. 

But we had not intended to refer to the comparative guilt 
of Catholic and Protestant persecutions of by-gone days. We 
were moved to begin these observations by what we read in 
the secular press of our own country this morning, there- 
fore as of late January, 1931. The headlines over the article 
to which we refer read: “Lynchers Chain Negro to School 
Roof and Reduce Him to Ashes.“

To the great body of casual and 
not too careful readers, the scient- 
ist is most interesting when he talks 
about something other than science; 
pc aay i when he talks about re- 
igion. Perhaps that is because the 
scientist is so generally thought to 
be a non-religious man that his ven- 
tures into religion have the news of 
all unusual happenings. Perhaps it 
is because he is so devoutly respect- 
ed for his eminent knowledge that 
his word on religion gathers weight 
from his name. Or perhaps it is sim- 
ply because the reading public, while 
it feels itself humbly incompetent to 


pronounce upon the scientist's science, 
does not feel the same reluctance to 
discuss his religion, or anybody’s re- 
ligion. In recent years, science has 


been so widely popularized that even 
we of the reading public are granted 


a glimpse of its magnificence. We 
have seen it remarking the world, 
furthering progress, building indus- 
tries, enriching the rich, relieving 
pain and prolonging life. Now we are 
being told of its service to religion. 


A new note, welcome and worthy of 
note.

bert Einstein goes further. indulg- 
ing in generalities not remarkable for 
scientific exactness, He agrees with a 


iastical authorities are accused of having burned an individ- 
ual at the stake, and people, during the intervening centuries, 
have pretended to be horrified at the very thought of it. But

his religion any better than his re- 
lativity? Some of his followers, even 
if they cannot follow him, are ready 
to canonize him as the patron saint 
of modern science. As a step in the 
process, perhaps, his well-known, 
leonine head has been modeled in very 
select company above the door of 
Manhattan’s new sky-scraper church. 
And just the other day, one fatuou: 
admirer called him the modern mys- 
tic, and compared his moments of ex- 
altation, when deep in the abstrac- 
tions of higher mathematics, with the 
spiritual ecstasies of such genuine 
mystics as St. John of the Cross and 
St. Theresa of Avila. The process is 


complete. 

But the most fetching exhibit, in 
certain respects, is a bit of verse 
that appeared recently in the New 
York Times. It is called The New Be- 
lievers. They are, if I may para- 
phrase, the modern scientists, and 
their story runneth thus: They who 
worship at the shrine of truth no 


longer assail the altars of old faiths, 
for now they see that truth and God 
are one, and, seeing, grow more hum- 
ble, reverent, filled with worship, 
wonderment. Scorning the doubts of 


lesser men, the scientists discover 
God again! | 
Now there is a very serious side 


to this question. We do not mean to 
belabor the scientists or belittle their 
science. That is stupid. Every Cath- 
olic apologist has made the necessary 
and neglected distinction between 
science and pseudo-seience; he has 
drawn up imposing lists of real scient- 
ists who were and are sincere be- 
lievers. Why not? All truth is in 
God; and its voice is in the harmony 


of His works. The scientists are con- 


cerned with the works of God in the 
material universe. They should have 
no trouble seeing that truth is one 
with its Author. Perhaps, after all, 
there is a trend among modern scient- 
ists, that will gradually define it- 
self more clearly, toward the reali- 
zation of this fundamental and es- 
sentially simple fact of the divine 
harmony of all truth. But it is rather 
amusing to hear it heralded as the 
discovery of modern science when it 
is really only the awakening of mod- 
ern scientists; at least their partial 
awakening, from a long and tragic 
sleep of the sou!
